It portends a renewal of the 
legislative battle climaged , 
Yvhen Governor Van Wa 
er vetoed the branch bank bill 
and legislators retaliated with a 
90-day recess. 

According to the state law on 
initiatory legislation, the voters 
themselves will have an oppor- 
tunity to enact the bill if the 
legislators fail to act. The refer- 
endum is automatically invoked 
by negative action of the legisla- 
ture, and thus the people them- 

ves would tiave the last word 
in’ this” ‘controversy. 

In this tug-of-war the battle 
lines are between urban and 
rural banks.
